WASHINGTON, July 22 (AP).— 
The War Shipping Administration 
now reports that shipping losses 
during the week of July 12 were 
the highest since the war began 
and that sinkings of United Na- 
tions vessels have greatly exceeded 
new construction. 

The text of the report: 

“The War Shipping Administra- 
tion announced that losses through 
enemy action and marine casual- 
ties have made it necessary to ac- 
celerate the application of its pol- 
icy to limit space in ships under 
its jurisdiction to cargoes essen- 
tial to prosecution of the. war, 
whether the cargoes are for export 
or import. 

“The action makes available a 
substantial increase in cargo space 
for the military requirements of 
the United Nations. 

“In order to keep up the steady 
flow of men and materials to the 
various theaters of war and to 
secure the most economical use of 
shipping over great distances, the 
several different fleets of the Unit- 
ed Nations are improving their.op- 


erations as complements te«.eneh

PROPOSAL TO INGREASE MILK 
... PRIGES-T0- PRODUCERS HERE 


WASHINGTON, July 22 (AP).— 
The Department .of Agriculture 
proposed today changes in a Fed- 
eral order regulating the market- 
ing of milk in the St. Louis milk- 
shed which would have the ef- 
fect of increasing minimum pro- 
ducer prices for fluid milk. The 
changes’ would tie the prices of 
Class 1 and Class 2 fluid milk to 
the value of milk made into butter 
and skim milk. 

The Department said the price 
of Class 1 milk would be increased 
from about $2.80 to $3.07 per hun- 
dred pounds and the price of 
Class 2 milk from about $2.10 to 
$2.37. The St. Louis dairy indus- 
try was given until July 30 
file objections. 


An officer of a large St. Louis 
dairy said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, when told of the announced 
increase that a small increase had 
been expected, but not one of 10 
per cent or more. He pointed out 
that retail prices to the consumer 
have been frozen. He was unable 
to say what action the dairy com- 
panies would take.

LIFE TD SAVE 18 IN 
U. 9. SHIP SINKING 


Survivors Say He Was 
Killed Releasing Rafts 
—Atlantic Toll Is In- 
creased to 395. 


By the Associated Press. 
The heroic sacrifice of a 25-year- 


old seaman saved 18 shipmates in 
the sinking of a U. S. cargo vessel, 
the Navy reported today, in an- 
nouncing another torpedoing in the 
Western Atlantic. 

The loss of the medium-sized 
merchant vessel, sent to the bot- 
tom June 28 about 650 miles off the 
East Coast, increased to 395 the 
unofficial Associated Press tabula- 
tion of United Nations and neu- 


tral sinkings in the zone since 
Pearl Harbor. 

Survivors said at an East Coast 
port that Miles Nelkin gave his 
life in releasing rafts which saved 
18 seamen of the 37-man crew. The 
men were on the rafts 19 days be- 
fore they were rescued, 

Cruising in the ship’s wreckage, 
they fished potatoes and onions 
out of the water to supplement 
their store of biscuits. Oiler Wil- 
liam Thompson deftly used an oar 
to kill fish that come to the sur- 
face to nibble on seaweed. 

“Raw fish are delicious,” Thomp- 
son said, “especially after you get 
to like uncooked onions and po- 
tatoes.” ; 


Submarine Sinks U. 8. Ship in 
Gulf; Eight Killed. 

A GULF COAST PORT, July 22 
(AP). — A medium-sized United 
States merchant ship exploded 
from Axis submarine blasts and 
sank stern first in the gulf July 
13 with eight men killed, the Navy 
announced today. 

The victims died from the first 
of two torpedo hits. The 44 sur- 
vivors from the crew of 52 were 
rescued from two life craft by a 
Coast Guard cutter and brought to 
port, One of 13 of the survivors 
died yesterday.

A NEW ENGLAND PORT, July

A GULF COAST PORT, July 22

loss of 16 men out of a crew of 48.

NAVY TO SPEND 
30 MILLION ON 
SECRET WEAPON 


Fund in Bill Voted by 


House Will Provide 
Also for Secret Train- 
ing of Men. 


WASHINGTON, July 22 (AP).— 
The Navy’s intention to spend 30 
million dollars “for a kind of secret 
training and a kind of secret 
weapon” was disclosed by Repre- 
sentative Vinson (Dem.), Georgia, 
today as the House voted author- 
ization of a $975,634,000 outlay for 
naval shore facilities. 

In discussing the secret phase of 
the bill, Vinson told the House 
that this “is a matter the Naval 


Affairs Committee should leave en- 
tirely to the prudence of the men 
who are going to carry out this 
secret work.” He added that he 
had ordered testimony concerning 
the secret plans ommitted from 
even the private records of the 
committee. 

“I do not know except in the 
most general way where they will 
be located—within so many miles 
of the coast and so many miles 
back of that,” Vinson said. 

The bill including the funds was 
passed and sent to the Senate by 
voice vote, after an attempt to 
éliminate authority for the Secre- 
tary of Navy to negotiate con- 
tracts for expenditures under the 
measure was defeated, 57 to 17. 

From Representative Mott 
(Rep.), Oregon, the Naval Com- 
mittee’s ranking minority mem- 
ber, came the statement that sev- 
eral of the shore facilities provided 
by the bill would be in Alaska. 
Earlier, Vinson had informed the 
House that others would be at 
Panama and on island outposts in 
the Pacific, 

Biggest single allotment in the 
measure called for expenditure of 
$399,400,000 for aviation facilities, 
followed closely by one of 315 mil- 
lion for “miscellaneous structures 
and advance bases.”

The text of the announcement 
follows: 

“Total casuslties of the United 
States armed forces from the out- 
break of hostilities to date are 44,- 
143, the Office of War Informa- 
tion announced today. 

“This total includes killed, 
wounded and missing of Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard 
and the Philippine Scouts. It does 
not include the heavy casualties 
of the Philippine Commonwealth 
Army, which thus far are not ac 
curately known. 

“The bulk of Army casualties 
fall into the category of missing, 
and since most of these were at 
Bataan and Corregidor in the 
Philippines, and in Java, they are 
believed to be prisoners of war. 
No definite report as to their 
status, however, has been received 
from the International Red Cross. 
“Only 20 of the Army person- 
nel reported as missing have of- 
ficially been reported prisoners of 
war. The Navy reports a total 
of 1022 officially confirmed prig- 
oners of war, 301 Navy personnel 
and 721 Marines. No Coast Guards- 
men are prisoners. — 

“The Army reports that of 1413 
wounded, at least 475 have fully 
recovered and returned to duty.”

Points to Heavy Rains 
That Filled Reservoirs 
—Looks for Some Ci- 
vilian Shortage. 


WASHINGTON, July 22 (AP).— 
J.-A. Krug, chief of the power 
branch of the War Production 
Board, expressed confidence today 
that war production would not be 
crippled by a shortage of electric 
power. 

“We have sufficient electric pow- 
er,” he said, “to meet all the re- 
quirements of war production and 
for essential civilian needs, if used 
wisely—as far as we can see ahead.” 
He emphasized that some local 
shortages probably would occur, 
necessitating curtailment of non- 
essential consumption. -He urged 
that no person permit any wasteful 
use of electricity. 

The improved power outlook was 
attributed to rains that have built 
up the reservoirs behind the great 
hydro-electric dams, to the huge 
generator production program, and 
to extensive inter-connections and 
adjustments for the output and 
transmission of power. 

One power official said this coun- 
try is in a position to out-do any 
nation or combination of nations 
in a war of kilowatts. He said 
America had greater resources of 
electric power than all Axis sources 
com ined. 

Brookings Report Warning. 
Krug’s statement followed the 
prediction. by the Brookings Insti- 
tution of an eventual power short- 
age “sufficient to ifmpede the war 
production effort” unless “conser- 
vation and more effective power 
utilization is undertaken in the im- 
mediate future.” 

The WPB power chief said‘ the 
energy outlook was especially 
bright in the southeast and far 
west, centers of aluminum and war 
plane production. 

“In the hvdro-areas of the south- 
east and the west,” he told news- 
paper men, “we have no reason to 
anticipate likelihood of any but 
minor shortage during the next 
year, such as might result from 
equipment breakdowns.” 

In the south, he said, there now 
are two billion more _ kilowatt 
hours of power in hydro-dam reser- 
voirs than at any time last year, 
due to beneficial rains. This area, 
which produces a large portion of 
the nation’s aluminum for aircraft, 
had its power rationed last summer 
and fall, when a record drouth 
dried up the water behind the 
great southern hydro-power dams.

We have been largely en- 
thusiastic amateurs in this war as 
compared to professional military 
men.” 

Hurt in Auto Accident. 

Earlier, it was reported that 
Capt: Churchill was injured dur- 
ing a British Commando raid, but 
he said he was hurt in an auto- 
mobile accident last May which 
took the life of a British news- 
paper correspondent. The acci- 
dent occurred near ro. 

Capt. Churchill said that he took 
a hopeful view of the Egyptian 
situation. . 

“IT think Rommel has shot his 
bolt,” he said. “Whatever help he 
wants must come from Russia— 
and I don’t think he’s going to 
get it.” 

As he talked, he bent forward 
to ease the pain in his back. His 
face was marked by a bruise suf- 
fered in the accident. 

“IT saw the battle of Egypt from 
a hospital bed—or rather I didn’t 
see it,” he said. “One thing I'd 
like to say about that Egyptian 
campaign was the extraordinary 
calm and loyalty of the Egyptians. 
Even when the going got tough, 
their loyalty was unswerving—a 
tremendous vindication of 70 years 
of loyalty to the United Kingdom.”

“Terrible days face the country,” 
Red Star said. “The enemy is 
rushing to the vital centers of our 
country.” . The newspaper called 
on Red soldiers to repeat the ex- 
ample of 28 Soviet troops, who in 
defending Moscow last winter, 
fought tank charges with their 
hands, all dying in the struggle. 

Even as the Russian armies in 
the south strove to stem the Ger- 
man advance, the forces at the 
northern end of.the front around 
the rail center of Voronezh were 
reported to ‘be holding the initia- 
tive and counterattacking vigor- 
ously.. Russian news dispatches 
said four bridgeheads had been 
seized, 

Of the Voronezh fighting the of- 
ficial midday communique said 
“our troops pressed back the ene- 
my and inflicted blows on his 
crossings over the River Don.” 
Neither the midnight nor midday 
communique mentioned Rostov. 

(The German communique said 
new Russian attacks north and 
northwest of Voronezh had been 


repulsed.) — 
“Southeast of  Voroshilovgrad 
(100 miles above Rostov) our 


troops are waging defensive bat- 
tles and on some. sectors, under 
the pressure of numerically supe- 
rior enemy forces, have withdrawn 
to new positions,” the commu- 
nique said. 

Powerful artillery and mortar 

fire was reported employed in a 
flank attack on one advancing col- 
umn, , 
“The Germans lost over a regi- 
ment of infantry in this battle, as 
well as 19 tanks,” the communique 
asserted. 

Other Russian sources’ said 
Soviet tank crews covering Mar- 
shal Semeon Timoshenko’s with- 
drawal “killed about 500 German 
officers and men and destroyed 
seven tanks, two guns on caterpil- 
lar treads, 11 machine guns and 
several trench mortars.”

Pravda. It said Russian bombers, 
as well as roving tanks and infan- 
try groups, were raiding airdromes 
newly gained by the Germans. 

At the same time dispatches said 
the Russians had widened a wedge 
in the German left flank north- 
west of Voronezh, recaptured a 
large and strong fortified point 
south of that battle-scarred city 
in addition to gaining control of 
four main crossings of the Don to 
the west. 

The Russians were said to have 
destroyed. two temporary bridges 
installed by German engineers 
across the Don for the advance on 
Voronezh, cut a third and placed 
a fourth under -artillery fire from 
emplacements re-established on 
the west bank. 

Nazi detachments still battling 
within the V formed by the Don 
and the Voronezh rivers were said 
to be imperilled, their prospects of 
reinforcement and supply dwind- 
ling with expansion of the Red 
Army counteroffensive 

A Soviet dispatch said that even 
while seeking to isolate the still 


Don and Voronezh the Red Army 
sent strong infantry and artillery 
detachments to develop the battle 
area on the west bank. 

These not only grappled with the 
invaders but in one sector pushed 
westward, it was said. The Ger- 
man Air Force launched heavy 
bombing formations against the re- 
captured positions. 

Losses of Yon Bock’s northern 
divisions in their effort to an- 
chor the 24-day-old offensive at 
Voronezh were described by the 
Moscow radio as unprecedented. 

Russian gunners have killed 
more than 10,000 men and knocked 
out several dozen tanks in a single 
sector, the Soviet Information Bu- 
reau said, 

Sporadic fighting was reported 
on both the Kalinin and north- 
western fronts above Moscow. 

A strongly fortified northwestern 
settlement was carzured by the 
Russians after they routed a Ger- 
man infantry regiment with a loss 
of half its effectives, the Informa- 
tion Bureau said. All of a dozen 
counterattacks were said to have 
been repulsed. 


Nazis Also Claim Successes on 
Moscow, Volkhoy Fronts. 


BERLIN, July 22 (AP).—’Or- 
ganized resistance of the enemy-:in 
the Rostov area has collapsed,” the 
German war bulletin today said. 
“German and German-allied troops 
are standing before a defended 
bridgehead position which runs on 


a semi-circle outside the town. 

“To the east of the Donets the 
lower course of the Don was 
crossed on a broad front. 

“Italian units succeeded on July 
19 in taking the important coal 
region of Krassnijluch when pur- 
suing the enemy in the Donets 
loop. 

“Numerous prisoners were taken 
and much booty was captured.” 

The Berlin radio reported that 

erman planes made a punishing 
raid on “an important railway junc- 
tion in the Shakty area,” destroy- 
ing tracks and sidings and knock- 
ing out 43 military trains. 

(This indicates that Shakty, an 
important railway town 60 miles 
northeast of Rostov, still is in Rus- 
sian hands.) . 

The communique said that weak- 
ened Russian forces in the big 
bend of the Don were putting up 
“only slight resistance.” It said 
that “in the rear of the central 
front,” west of Moscow Russian 
forces which had been cut off 
were wiped out. | 

Of the front southeast of Lenin- 
grad the bulletin continued: 

“South of Lake Ilmen and before 
a Volkhov bridgehead, * several 
enemy attacks collapsed with great 
casualties being inflicted on the 
enemy. During this fighting Ger- 
man forces defending the bridge-

U. S. Would Pay for Runways. 

“Under the program we outlined 
the city would furnish the land 
and provide any buildings, while 
the Federal Government would pay 
for any grading, drainage and con- 
struction of runways. Completion 
of the master plan at the airport 
will cost $3,800,000. The present 
program would cost about $2,600,- 
000, but we cannot give an esti- 
mate now of the cost to the city. 

“We need 400 acres of additional 
land. At present 206 acres of the 

needed tract are under lease, with 
an option to buy. The $4,500,000 
bond issue would provide enough 
funds to buy the 400 acres, erect 
buildings and also give us a start 
on the proposed new city airport 
at some other location. 

“We expect the Federal Govern- 
ment to extend the present north- 
east-southwest runway, which is 
200 feet wide, and to construct a 
new north-south runway and also 
a new east-west runway with at- 
tendant connecting taxi ways. The 
later — would be 150 feet 
wide.” 

Members of the Lambert Field 
Chapter of the National Aeronau- 
tics Association, meeting last night 
at the airport administration 
building, unanimously indorsed the 
proposed bond issue.

“St. Louis Can’t Afford to Lag.” 

Oscar R. Parks, manager of Lam- 
bert Field, asserted longer and 
more heavily constructed runways 
‘would be necessary to handle the 
new air transports, not only during 
the war period but in subsequent 
years when air freighters are ex- 
pected to become a major part of 
the nation’s transportation sys- 
tem.

INVASION APPEALS 
MOUNT IN LONDON 


By DREW MIDDLETON 

LONDON, July 22 (AP).—Ap- 
peals for a British and American 
invasion of Europe to establish 
a second front this year mounted 
today while the Russians reeled 
back under the blows df German 
armored forces. 

The Electrical Trades Union 
unanimously adopted a resolution 
similar to the one in which the 
Mine Workers Federation, yester- 
day urged the Government to open 
a gecond front. The Communist 
Party in London called a mass 
‘meeting for tonight and planned a 
mass demonstration in Trafalgar 
Square Sunday to voice its de- 
mands for invasion. 

The Mine Workers Federation, 
which represents about 600,000 min- 
ers, asserted a-second front was 
“the only means whereby: Britain 
may be saved from the dangers of 
invasion and the Nazi war machine 
decisively beaten.” 

Although a feverish undercurrent 
of military and political activity 
continued in London, editorial pag- 
es of morning’ newspapers were 
devoid of second front comment. 

Tass,. the official Soviet news 
agency, pointedly called attention 
to the reported ‘withdrawal of 
eight Nazi divisions from France 
and the Low — to the Rus- 
sian front. 

“Troop trains are leaving for 
the Eastern front daily,” it added. 

From Australia the Sydney Tele- 
graph reported 71 per cent of Aus- 
tralians questioned wanted an im- 
mediate diversion in the west of 
Europe to relieve the hard-put Red 
armies in the east.

The anti-aircraft began to snort 
and bellow all around the harbor 
with the first Jap plane to break 
through the mist.

Unlike other occasions which 
history may record, Dutch Harbor 
was ready for attack with every- 
thing but weather. Weather 
along the Aleutians is never fa- 
vorable for anything but getting 
lost.

RUSSIAN SPACE 
= SIS, 
NAZI TIME

HE Russian counteroffensive 
A on the upper Don appears to 

be in sufficient strength to 
check the German attack - on 
Voronezh and possibly by recaptur- 
ing bridgeheads to endanger the 
German communications: in this 
sector. However, it is not yet pos- 
sible to say whether the Russians 
are putting in any part of their 
main reserve or whether this coun- 
terattack is a local affair«using 
reserve divisions of the Russian 
armies actually engaged. On the 
face of available information the 
latter seems more, likely. If the 
Russian main reserve were to be 
employed in this vicinity, one 
would be inclined to expect the at- 
tack to come farther west in the 
general direction of Orel. 


Meanwhile, Russian resistance in 
the south appears to be stiffening 
and there are reports that troops 
have been drawn in from. the 
north Caucasian area to aid in the 
defense of Rostov and line of the 
lower Don. The Germans appar- 
ently expect still heavier counter- 
attacks by the Russians, as at 
least one German military com- 
mentator has already warned the 
people that such attacks may take 
place. 


Three-Phase Plan. 


Judging from what has happened 
so far, it would seem that part 
one of the German plan may have 
had three phases: 

1, An attack along the upper 
Don centering on Voronezh with 
the object of cutting the railroad 
to Rostov. This attack would also 
serve the purpose of seizing the 
crossings of the upper Don as a 
basis for further development of 
an*offensive eastward, and would 
tend to draw off part of Timo- 
shenko’s reserves to this area. In 
general this operation may be con- 
sidered both as a preparatory and 
a holding attack. 

2. The Germans then began to 
develop their main effort on their 
right flank in the Boguchar-Mille- 
rovo-Voroshilovgrad region, produc- 
ing a two-pronged advance on Ros- 
tov. The left flank of this move- 
ment was protected.on the east 
by the occupation of the line of the 
Don River, but the right flank 
tends to become more exposed as 
any attempt to advance from Vo- 
roshilovgrad is made, 

3. A secondary attack which now 
appears to be developing along the 
shore of the Sea of Azoy directly 
east toward: Rostov, the effect of 
which may be to draw off Russian 
forces which might otherwise men- 
ace the flank of the German ad- 
vance from Voroshilovgrad. 

Thus at the end of Part I of 
their operations, the Germans may 
hope to be in possession of the 
crossings of the upper and middle 
Don and astride the north-south 
railway at Voronezh, and they 
would hope alsd to be in possession 
of Rostov at the northern gateway 
lof the Caucasus. It is to be noted ' 
that they have not yet accom- 
plished any of these objectives. 
They are not in Voronezh, the 
crossings of the upper Don are be- 
ing stoutly contested, and they are 
still a good many miles from Ros- 
tov. However, undoubtedly one 
calculation as to Part I would be 
that there would exist a tendency 
to draw at least the local Russian 
reserves in two directions—toward 
Voronezh and toward Rostov.

HO is going to decide whether 

Henry J, Kaiser’s proposal to 

build flying boats in the ship- 
yards is to be accepted or rejected? 
On past performances the chances 
are 10 to one that it will be batted 
back and forth among a dozen 
agencies of admiristration and at 
least half a dozen committees of 
Congress. There will be state- 
ments from all quarters, and no 
one will know whom to believe. 
Finally the President will make a 
confusing remark about it at a 
press conference, whereupon there 
will be more statements from all 
quarters. 

For the Government ig poorly or- 
ga nized to make decisions of the 
sort that the Kaiser proposal re- 
quires. This has cost us more pre- 
cious time, and, therefore, more 
blood and tears, than any injury 
which the enemy has done to us.

Did we not lose a year’s produc- 
tion of aircraft because in the win- 
ter of 1940-41 no one was able to 
decide whether the automobile in- 
dustry could be converted to build- 
ing aircraft? For months and 
months on end we heard the argu- 
ment as to whether the automo- 
tive industry could or could not do 
the: kind of high precision work 
which the airplane requires, and 
there was nobody who had the au- 
thority and the knowledge and the 
gumption to settle the argument. 
For more than a year before 
Pearl Harbor we heard from re- 
sponsible men that merchant 
ships could not be built as fast as 
Kaiser and others are now actually 
building them. The thing could not 
be done: there weren't enough ex- 
perienced shipbuilders until Kaiser 
and the others showed that there 
were enough men who could learn 
to build ships. We have been 
through the: same experience with 
the Navy, which lacked the means 
of making up its mind early enough 
to find men to build the types of 
escort vessels that can be produced 
by mass production. We have been 
through the same performance 
with synthetic rubber: Two years 
after the fall of France and the 
first Japanese move into Indo- 
China, Nelson, Jones and various 
Senate committees are still investi- 

gating and debating. We are hav- 
ing the same performance in the 
struggle with inflation: Two years 
after we decided to pour money 
into armaments, we still have no- 
body, except the President casual- 
ly, who plans and directs and can 
make decisions about the whole 
campaign. 


e*-s ‘s 
OR lack of orderly way of 


studying and deciding these 
large questions. of policy we are 
under an enormous handicap in 
mobilizing the genius of this coun- 
try for the conduct of the war. 
Kaiser’s proposal is a challenge 


which can prove the capacity of the 


Government to’ make decisions. He 
says that the 70-ton aircraft Mars 
of the Glenn L. Martin Company 
of Baltimore can be fabricated in 
nine existing shipyards at the rate 
of 10 a-month in each yard at the 
end of three months, and at the 
rate of 40 a yard each month by 
the end of a year.

Kaiser, have now proved beyond 
the possibility of dispute that they 
can apply it to any object of stand- 
ardized design, be ita bomber or a 
ship or a tank or a gun.

The heads of the war agen- 
cies are really too busy to think; 
among most of them that tenth of 
a good ‘man’s mind which is the 
best of his mind is sucked dry by 
correspondence, interviews, con- 


rarest of exceptions when an 
American public man organizes 
himself so that he has time to 
think, and, indeed, to mediate, 
while he still hag a fresh brain. 

The effect of being too busy with 
too many little things is that at the 
level where high policy is decided, 
a rather tired and not very well in- 
formed chief becomes the mouth- 
piece of his own bureaucrats. He 
finds himself fighting the unend- 
ing battle of departmental preroga- 
tives with the fervor that might 
better be devoted to fighting our 
enemies. And, worse than that, he 
finds himself oftener than not the 
advocate of not doing the thing 
which his bureaucrats tell him can- 
not be done because they did not 
think of doing it. That is why we 
are months late in combating the 
submarines, why we are very late 
in providing synthetic rubber and 
other critical materials, why we 
are fumbling war finance and ra- 
tioning and the allocation of man 
power. The men who are nominally 
at the top in these matters—Nel- 
son, Henderson, Knox, Jones, Mor- 
genthau—are not really on top of 
their departments and on top of 
their problems, They are en- 
meshed in administrative detail 
and in the bureaucratic routine 
and in the departmental rivalries 
and in politics. So they never 
have the time, the energy and the 
freedom to master the great ques- 
tions of policy, decide them clear- 
ly and conclusively;;and act on 
them promptly.

After Pearl Harbor and until quite recently, there

As in many, of the late walkouts, the public is told 
that this strike is unauthorized by the high officials 
of the union involved, and this was also said of 
the welders who tied up the 
Foundry plant last week and of other serious labor 
disturbances.

WHITE SUPREMACY LEAGUE 


~ URGED BY ALABAMA LAWYER 


Horace Wilkinson, Long in Poli- 
tics, Says “White Men of 
South Must Organize.” 

BESSEMER, Ala., July 22 (AP), 
—Horace Wilkinson, Birmingham 
attorney long in Alabama politics, 
called for organization of a league 
to maintain white supremacy in an 
address today before a civic club 
here, 

“A herculean effort is being 
made to destroy segregation,” he 
said, “and with it many of the 
most cherished institutions in the 
South.” 

Wilkinson cited fair labor prac- 
tice clauses in war contracts which 
stipulate no worker shall be dis- 
criminated against because of race, 
creed, color or national origin. 

“The white men of the South 
who oppose dragging the. white 
man down to the level of the Ne- 
gro must organize,” he said. “If 
there is room in this country for 
a National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, 
there is need of a league to main- 
tain white supremacy. 

“It is ridiculous for a 10 per 
cent Negro population to under- 
take to shape the policy of the 
southern states; it is tragic for 
the white people in this country 
to sit idly by and allow these 
Negroes misguidedly to place their 
selfish interests ahead of an all- 
out war effort.” 


SENATOR MURRAY, MONTANA, 
LEADS FOR RENOMINATION 


He Is 6793 Ahead on Returns From, 
About One-third of Pre- 
cincts in State. 

HELENA, Mont., July 22 (AP).— 
Senator James E, Murray, ardent 
Roosevelt supporter who accused 
his colleague Burton K. Wheeler, 
of attempting to purge him, took a 
growing lead today in his race for 
renomination on the Democratic 
ticket. Wheeler had charged that 
Murray was “trying to ride into of- 
fice on the coattails of war fever.” 
Wheeler is not up for re-election 
this year. 

Murray, in turn, said Wheeler 
had attempted to purge him and 
“besmirch our President,” and said 
the apparent result was a victory 
for the administration. He claimed 
renomination on the basis of re- 
turns from 393 of the state’s 1185 
precincts which gave him 20,435 
votes and former Congressman Jo- 
seph B. Monaghan of Butte 13,642.

Will Be Used as Receiving and 


ROOSEVELT PREDICTS ‘DAY 
OF RECKONING’ FOR NAZIS 


Says in Message to Madison Square 
Meeting That Americans Will 
Hold Them to Accountability. - 

NEW YORK, July 22 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt said in a mes- 
Sage read here last night that 
Americans would hold the Nazis 
to “strict accountability in a day 
of reckoning which will surely 
come.” 

The President, whose message 
was read to 20,000 persons at a 
“mass demonstration against Hit- 
ler atrocities” in Madison Square 
Garden, said the Nazis would “not 
succeed in exterminating their vic- 
tims any more than they will suc- 
ceed in enslaving mankind.” 

The meeting, sponsored by . the 
American Jewish Congress, B'nai 
Brith and the Jewish Labor Com- 
mittee, also heard a message from 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill, 
who praised the contribution of 
Jewish communities throughout 
the world to the cause of the 
United Nations. 

Churchill disclosed that more 
than 10,000 Palestine Jews were 
serving with the British Middle 
Eastern forces, and 20,000 more 
were enrolled in police groups in 
the mandated areas as well as be- 
ing in “that front line constituted 
by pursuits and industries and in 
various services for civil defense.” 

The President, in his message, 
said: “I express the confident hope 
that the Atlantic charter and the 
just world order to be made possi- 
ble by the triumph of the United 
Natiéns will bring the Jews and 
oppressed people in all lands the 
four freedoms which Christian and 
Jewish teachings have largely in- 
spired.” 


GENERAL RELIEVED OF HAWAN 
COMMAND TRANSFERRED HERE 


Maj. Gen, Frederick L. Martin, 
former chief of the Hawaiian Air 
Force, who was relieved of his 
command after the Pearl Harbor 
attack, is the new commander of 
the headquarters office for the 
Second District, Army Air Forces 
Technical Training Command, 455 
Lake avenue.

The new tank 
plant, however, has no recognized 
union.

into the north Caucasian area... If 
enough troops are drawn off from 
the north Caucasus for the defense 
of Rostov, the Germans may ex-/ 
ploit this fact by an attempt to 
cross from Kerch directly into the 
Caucasus and thus take the defend- 
ers of Rostov in the rear. 


However, at this moment it must 
be pointed out that the Russian 
counterattacks on the upper Don 
are imperiling this entire German 
strategic structure. If the Ger- 
mans lose their grip on the cross- 
ings of the Don and the Russians 
are able to cross in force to the 
west bank, the northern anchor of 
the German position will have been 
torn loose, and the Germans will 
not be able without great danger 
to pursue any intention they may 
have of advancing on Stalingrad. 


Thus, after almost two weeks of 
heavy fighting, including the use 
of a considerable part of their 
main reserve, the Germans have 
as yet obtained nothing very tangi- 
ble in the way of results. This is 
not to say that important Russian 
positions are not in grave danger, 
or in any way to minimize the 
perils of Marshal Timoshenko’s 
armies which still exist. But this 
is a battle of Russian space against 
German time and one may feel cer- 
tain that the German high com- 
mand can hardly be satisfied with 
the results so far obtained meas- 
ured against the expenditure of 
time and the inexorable though 
distant approach of winter.

From the ceiling, then 12,000 feet, 
the Japanese came twisting down 
to lay their -bombs in the area of 
Hangars, barracks, shops and fuel 
storage.

They made several. good hits and 
several near misses, Providential- 
ly American casualties were few. 

The attacks were driven home 
viciously, but the defenders regard- 
ed the damage as something less 
than serious. No attack by so few 
planes can hope to knock out a 
well-established base. 

Except for a subsequent weak 
attempt against Umnak Island, the 
second day’s raid has been the last 
against American bases in the 
Aleutians—unless the occupation of 
empty Kiska and Attu constitutes 
attack.

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Idle Gossip Has Forced F.B. |. to Devote Much Time to |

HE Federal Bureau. of Investi- 
gation, which is charged with 


investigating gossip mongers . 


as well as dynamiters, has tracked 
t6 the source literally hundreds of 
old-wives tales and bits of vicious 
gossip that have spread from per- 
son to person with astonishing ra- 
pidity. , 
Not infrequently when rum 
are traced it is found they have 
come to Mr. A from Mrs. A after 
she had returned from a tea party. 


Then they are often traced to 


Mrs. B, who freely admits that Mrs. 
C told her that German Reservists 
employed in the local airplane 
plant were responsible for the air- 
plane crash in which soldiers were 
killed. In this 
case it developed that Mrs. C was 
angry because her son was unable 
to find employment at the plant, 
although native born, while natur- 
alized citizens were at work there. 

One elderly woman told her 87- 
year-old husband she was going to 
the mountains,” adding she had 
heard a conversation on the street 
car in which it was said that: West 
Coast cities might be bombed. He 
repeated the story, supplying from 
his imagination names, places and 
dates. The rumor traveled rapidly, 
but finally was traced back to the 
pair by the F. B. L 

The rumors range from the 
ridiculous to the sinister, an ex- 
ample of the former being the re- 
port that Japanese disguised ~ as 
salmon were captured in the Co- 
lumbia River; of the latter the 
story widely circulated in New 
York that a boat loaded with bodies 
of war casualties in an unspeak- 
able condition, caused workers to 
refuse to approach the vessel in the 
harbor. This latter canard was so 
widespread it was necessary for 
newspapers to publish denials. 


“The invasion of America took 
place years ago,” Director John 
Edgar Hoover of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, declared re- 
cently in his commencement ad- 
dress at Notre Dame University, 
warning of gossip as a symptom 
of hysteria. : 

Foreign foes preached their gos- 
pel of hate that too often fell on 
fertile soil,” Hoover said, “with the 
result that our nation has been 
weakened by forces pulling in ev- 
ery direction. This did not occur 
over night. The eonspiracies of 
these traitors have prompted Hitler 
to boast that America is on the 
brink of revolution and that, when 
he desires, he can precipitate a 
state of civil strife. But America 
has profited by mistakes of the 
past. No longer are we as suscep- 
tible to Nazi lies and propaganda. 

“One task before college gradu- 
ates today is to apply their intel- 
lectua] curiosity to exposing the 
motives of those who préach a for- 
eign ism, instead of good, old- 
fashioned Americanism. When you 
hear wild tales which cause you 
to wonder, ‘What’s the use?’ find 
out what is back of these foul 
mouthings before you pass them 
on as the gospel truth. A rumor 
monger can do as much damage as 
an armed invader. Make it a car- 
dinal rule of your life not to be- 
come the innocent purveyor of spe- 
cious gossip. 

“To illustrate, a current story is 
being widely circulated. The gos- 
sip mongers heard ‘on good author- 
ity’ that ground glass had been 
placed in sponges consigned to our 
armed forces so that when 
wounds are treated contamination 
and infection will set in. When 
this rumor reached the F. B, L, 
special agents were detailed, to get 
the facts. This is what happened: 

“An instructor in a medical 
school had explicitly pointed out 
to his class the necessity for the 
proper handling of sponges. He 
had observed that in the first 
World War a few sponges had 
been contaminated by ground 
glass. A member of the class told 
the story to a friend. Within a 
few days it had become so dis- 
torted that from a propaganda 
viewpoint it excelled the lies of

Goebbels. Multiply this yarn. by 
10,000 and you have some idea 
of the falsity of some stories be- 
ing circulated which should be con- 
sidered an insult to the intelligence 
of our people. It is such idle gos- 
sip that has created hysteria.” 
With the bombing of Pearl Har- 


bor, the wheels of. the war-rumor - 


factories began to turn at top 
speed, From California came a 
lurid report that a Japanese spy 
had plowed furrowed messages on 
a hillside of his farm. After the 
rains, when the field was green, it 
was found that the “secret writing” 
was J-O-E, the first name of the 
loyal American farmer. 


F. B. L. investigators proved un- 
true the story that Japanese in 
Hawaii, under the very noses of 
Army, Navy Intelligence and Bu- 
reau agents, had cut swathes in 
cane fields pointing the way for 
Japanese airmen to Pearl Harbor 
and other military objectives. They 
exploded the yarn about the U. S. 
Army motorcycle messenger, said 
to have been shot in the leg with a 
.22 caliber bullet by a sniper in 
Honolulu. He had been hit by a 
pebble, but the story grew faster 
than the five little peppers.

LSO false was the Honolulu 
A ‘scare story” that the newspa- 

per advertisement of a Japa- 
nese merchant contained coded in- 
structions to spies instead of bar- 
gain prices of silks; that a Japa- 
nese saloonkeeper was caught and 
shot at his short-wave transmitter 
during the Pearl Harbor raid, and 
that many Japanese “ham” opera- 
tors, frequent Army post visitors, 
had been in radio communication 
with enemy aircraft carriers and 
planes. The gossip, even more wide- 
ly circulated than the foregoing, 
that Japanese truck drivers drove 
from side to side of the road from 
Honolulu to Hickham Field to de- 
lay American pilots frantically rac- 
ing to their planes, was without 
foundation. But these and similar 
falsehoods terrified many residents 
of the community. 

Typical of the many silly rumors 
received at the Bureau was the one 
about the enemy submarine being 
transported by truck on public 
highways near the West Coast. The 
“submarine” turned out to be a 
cigar-shaped boat, containing none 


of the armament flatly reported by . 


“eyewitnesses,” purchased for $25 
by its owner for a fishing vessel. 
More logical but just as false was 
the widespread rumor that 3000 
acres of land in thé vicinity of vital 
war installations had been honey- 
combed by Jap-dug tunnels. The 


rumor started from the fact that 
there was an abandoned mining 
shaft on the property. 


Recently residents of a Pacific 
Coast town were frightened by a 
report that spread like wildfire 
that there would be an enemy 
bombing of the place on a specific 
day. The story was that during 
blackout practice at such and such 
a school, one of the children had 
remarked that perhaps there would 
be no need for another. But a 
small Japanese child had innocent- 
ly replied that there would be a 
blackout on the particular day, be- 
cause her father had predicted an 
air raid at that time. The father, 
so the story went, had been arrest- 
ed. The F. BI. established that 
the child’s quoted remark had nev- 
er been uttered and, of course, that 
no arrest had been made. 


There was a panicky report that 
a man had been observed driving 
an automobile equipped with 
searchlight and telegraph set, ob- 
viously engaged in espionage. Fed- 
eral agents searching for a spy, 
found a practical joker who had 
purchased a toy “telegraph set” for 
$1.75, had attached one key to the 
sun visor at the driver’s seat, and 
concealed the other under the floor 
mat. In this manner, he was able 
to pretent to signal passing air- 
planes with the visible key, and to 
“receive” by tapping. undetected 
with his foot. Acquaintances de- 
scribed the rumor-starter, a travel- 
ing salesman, as just a big, over- 
grown kid. That, to paraphrase the 
old song, is how rumors are born. 

An automobile burst into flame 
in a building housing some mili- 
tary equipment. In it was a home- 
made contraption consisting of 
alarm clock, mouse trap and 
matches. At alarming speed the re- 
port spread that saboteurs had 
planted an infernal machine in the 
building. Investigation disclosed 
the culprit was a man, suffering 
from an old head injury, who had 
taken this peculiar manner to de- 
stroy his automobile because his 
wife frequently wanted him to take 
her driving, and he thought he was 
getting too little sleep. 

Shortly after the United States 
entered the war, the F. B. I. was 
informed that a woman’s canary 
had died from drinking water poi- 
soned by a saboteur. It was de- 
termined that the canary had not 
been fed for several days before 
death, the cause of which was over- 
eating when finally given food and 
water.
